Another criticism did betray what

Tic chige la laid that this was left 
3ut bccau.se the Government expects 
ta first deficit in many year in 1930. 
The surplus last year wa.s said to be 
$44,000,000. It has been estimated 
'hat a loss in excise revenue of $15,* 
000,000, will follow enforcement of the 
new no-clearance law for liquor laden 
vcsels bound for the United States. 
The cut in the Sales Tar will lop an¬ 
other $20,000,000 off revenues In 1930 
while a drop in income tax receipts of 
probably $10,000,000 Is expected as a 
result of stuck market and business 
conditions. Subsidies to the Prairie 
provinces and to the Maritimes, as 
well as Old Age Pension will require 
more outlay while, if they prove effee 
live, tariff reduction In favor of the 
I'^mplre will reduce custom.s income. 

Such are the major criticisms of the 
1030 budget. In Its favor there are a 
number of important features. The 
War-time tea tax of seven cents a 
pound gees off and while that amounts 
only to about fourteen c:ntH a month 
to th3 uvcrp.'je family it Is a reduction 
that will be noted twice a month by 
every family, if not mc*rc often. The 
duties to be Impos.'d upon fre.sh fruit? 
and vegetables are welcomed, though

Fascinating Links 
in Canada’s History 

Ottawa, May 16. (Special the Re- 
corder)^What was the first document 
signed by Queen Victoria after her 
acces.«)ion to the throne on June 18th 
1837? No doubt the trained archivkt 
could answer this question off hand, 
but it i'i enough for the lay man to 
know that one of the first of the''? 
documents in now on view in the Grey 
Room at the Dominion Archives. Thb* 
pas signed only two days after the 
death of William Iv had transformed 
the obsepre princess into the gri'atest 
of reignikig monachs. ThLs letter, writ 
ten on lieavily klack bordered paper 
in the careful penmanship of a cen- 
t iry ago, wxT addrcr.**ed to Lord Gos- 
ford, Oovernor-in-Chief and High 
Commisslonc of Lower Canada, by the 
Colonial Secretary, and while long la 
the po.ssessicn of the Canadian Arch 
ives, has only lately been available to 
IL? public. 

This letter is headed "Additional 
Inntruclions to Our Trusty and Well 
Beloved the Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor or the officers admlnlsteiiag 
the Government of Lower Canadg, 
Given at our Court of St. James the 
22nd day of June, 1837, In the First 
Year of Our Reign.” 

"The First Year of Our Reign" 
must ha^ been amost a terrifying ex- 
p:ricncc to this young girl wlUi the 
never ceasing demand on time and 
strength, with duties and responslbU- 
ies undreamed of in her retired life. 
But although Kingg die andQueena 
live, government routine goes on, and 
thanks to ministers, secretaries, gover 
nment clerks of high and low degree, 
1 tier.*', orders, documents of all kinds 
were prepared for signing, and all the 
details of Uhe change in mnnarelijr. 
.verc attended to. Reading this letter 
)ne realizes the many changes the 
Jealh of the Sovereign necessitates, 
or its import is “Whereas We have 
been plea5 cd by Our Order in Council 
M till Twenty first Instant (a copy 
whereof is hereto annexed) to declare 
Our Royal Will and Pleasure that in 
111 the Payers, Liturgies and Collects 
for the Queen, Instead of the word 
King* and so on. One cannot but be 
impressed with a fact, so indicative of 
Her Majerty’a character, that the 
‘Victoria R." signed by the you!*^ul 
Tucen .xhow.s no change from the sig* 
.aturc of .sixty years later.
